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Planners give waterfront and parks’ plan the nod

BOYNE CITY - The water- 
front master plan was approved 
by the Boyne City Planning Com- 
mission at its April 17 meeting, 
following a public hearing. The 
waterfront and parks’ plan will go 
before the city commission in 
May for its consideration. 


The $31,450 plan is adaptable 
to the public’s needs when nec- 
essary. 

The funds are the fee of Mark 
Robinson & Associates for the 
landscape architect’s comprehen- 
sive work on the plan. 

“I'm very excited,” planning 
commissioner George Ellwanger 
said. *We may have to tweak it 
along the way. There are paren

concerns, but we can address this 
as we go along. I applaud every- 
one here who has an interest in 
what we’re doing.” 

Factors that were considered 
when drafting the plan include the 
connection between downtown 
and the waterfront, a Lake Street 
reconfiguration, tourism, resi- 
dents, views of Lake Charlevoix 
and the PORE River, wetland 


preservation, boaters, parking, 
residential density and more, 
Goals and objectives were de- 
termined from comments contrib- 
uted by city staff and the com- 
munity. The city’s parks are a 
large part of the waterfront mas- 
ter plan, along with casy access 
for walking. A network of side- 
walks could be constructed 
Sot the entire downtown area 


that would connect to surround- 
ing neighborhoods, parks, the 
Boyne River and Lake Char- 
levoix. 

The plan calls for environmen- 
tal projects, such as man-made 
ponds for bird habitat and plant- 
ing native vegetation along the 
Boyne River banks.

BOYNE CITY — The City of 
Boyne City and the Boyne City 
Main Street program presented 
plans for a major re-working of 
downtown infrastructure Tues- 
day, April 18, at the City Com- 
mission Auditorium; fielding 
questions and taking the com- 
ments of business owners. 

The main feature of the Infra- 
structure is anew sewer main that 
will run east under Water Street, 
south under South Lake Street. 
and jog west along Main Street 
to Front Street. The sewer line 
will replace the current sewer 
main, which runs underneath Ray 
Street, and which experienced a 
blockage and flooded near the 
corner of Ray and Lake this past 
January. The improvements are 
being funded by a $1 million 
grant from the Michigan Eco-

Voters to decide funds for 
Vocational-Technical Ed

NORTHWEST MICHIGAN -— 
Renewal funding for vocational- 
technical education in the schoals 
is up for a vote on Tuesday, May 
2. Students from Boyne City 
School District, East Jordan 
School District and other districts 
in Charlevoix and Emmet coun- 
ties learn career skills from the 
education programs. 

The mill four-year renewal 
will support programs such as 
agriscience-natural.resources, 
business-management-adminis- 
tration, construction technology, 


graphic arts-visual imaging, in- 


formation technology, drafting- 
design, and more. 

Tim Lewis Jr, who is in the 
11th grade at Boyne City High 
School, attends the food service, 
hospitality and tourism program, 
which is supported by the Michi- 
gan Restaurant Association that 
awards scholarships. 

“We get to learn a lot,” Tim said 
during class recently. “They teach 
stuff you have to have in life.” 

The class instructor is Dennis 
Crissman, a chef who worked for 
Stafford’s Hospitality for 18 
years and managed One Water 


Street in Boyne City. 


The students learn skills such 


as foad preparation or hotel man- 


agement, but also 
learn how to com- 
municate with the 
public, Crissman 
said. The first- 
hand experience in 
high school gives them an edge 
when they leave for college or for

“About 85 percent of students 
who have completed the program 
are working in some capacity of 
hospitality now,” Crissman said. 
“Many of the students here in 
class will.use the skills to get 
through college.”

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2006, Brenda had to attend a funeral, and she de- 
cided not to wake Nick to say goodbye. 

That morning, father and son left the house to- 
gether to do some logging. Nick worked for a log- 
ging company, and Brett helped out. 

A branch, when it fell, struck Brett first, and he 
spun around instinctively in time to see it hit the 
top of Nick’s head. Nick went down, and his father 
rushed to his side, thinking he was merely uncon- 
scious. But Nick wasn’t breathing, and he was 
bleeding badly from a head wound. Brett couldn't 
find a heartbeat. He called for help, and then began 
CPR. 

Brett did get Nick’s heart beating again, and, 
when the Otsego County ambulance arrived, Brett 
was still breathing for his son. 

“I knew he wasn’t in good shape, but I was just 
hoping,” Brett said, his eyes fixed on the distance. 
“Lreally didn’t know, I was pretty shook up.” 

The doctor at Otsego Memorial told Nick’s par- 
ents that it didn’t look good, according to Brett, 
and the Binghams started a nightmarish trip to 
Saginaw where Nick was being airlifted. 

The nightmare continued for eight hours, and the 
Binghams watched while a ventilator breathed for 
‘their son, who lay unconscious and still bloody. 

The Binghams got a phone call when Jeremy was 
killed, and they did not see their son until after an 
‘autopsy was performed. They thought it was the 
‘worst experience they would ever have to endure. 

“I don’t know which is worse: the phone call, or 
‘having to take him off that machine,” Brenda said. 
' “T would’ ve like to have seen him open his eyes,” 
Brett said. “We sure didn't expect this.” 

There is little good to find in the tragic loss of 
two sons in a span of less than six months. But who 
were those young men, and what did they leave 
behind them? 

“They were both pretty wild at times — they liked 
toys, liked to go fast, loud mufflers,” Brett said. 

“They were jokesters in their own witty ways— 
they meant good,” Brenda smiled. “They were al- 
ways competing against each other in a lot of ways. 
As they grew up, the bond between them grew.” 

' “They weren't scared of anything. Tried just 
about anything,” added Brett. 

. Brenda agreed, and described how at the family 
¢abin in the Upper Peninsula, the boys would ride 
alongside the truck on their four-wheelers, “pop- 
ping wheelies,” Brenda said, and it scared her. 

| “They laughed at me. They said, ‘Mom we know 
‘what we're doing,’ but I didn't like it-I don’t want 
to pick the gravel out of their knees,” Brenda said, 
with the voice of experience. 

4 Their father is an avid hunter, but neither son got 
into the sport of hunting like Brett. 

“Nick would take his gun like he was going hunt- 
ing, but I think he’d just hang out with his bud- 
dies,” Brett said. 

“Jeremy liked to fish. It was a way to retreat for 
calmness,” Brenda said. “He was finding that—a 
way to relax. Nick was too busy for that!” 

: Both the young Binghams were very active. Both 
held jobs and worked hard, doing difficult, physi- 
¢al work. 

“ “They never missed much work. We instilled it 
in both of them—if you want it, you have to work 
for it,” Brenda said. And the boys did like toys. Dirt 
bikes, snowmobiles, trucks-—but after Jeremy’s ac- 
cident, it worried Brett, who said, “(Nick would) 
get on that dirt bike and the hair would stand up on 
my neck.” 

Brenda described her sons. 

“Jeremy’s very mild-tempered like Brett—very 
easy-going. Nick’s more like me-quicker tem- 
pered,” Brenda said. Nick was a teaser, and he got 
much of his sense of humor from his dad. “One 
day Nick told me I was crazy, and I said, “Did you 
say I was crazy?” and he said, “7 didn’t say that!” 
' His was described as an “antagonistic sense of 
humor.” He could get you going, his parents said, 
and leave you smiling and frowning at the same 
time. 

“He'd leave you dumbfounded, wanting to get 
back at him—he always wanted to have the last 
word,” Brett said with pride. 

Jeremy was a little quieter, though with a similar 
sense of humor. Between the two of them, Nick 
would have the last word. 

“He probably got it from his dad. I can see Brett 
in some ways like that,” Brenda said. 

_ “The boys hated hetping me do wood,” Brett said. 
“But they knew it had to be done, and they showed 
up every time.” 

A pause. 

‘ “Sometimes I think they’re on vacation and 
they’ li be back. I’ve got to get through that,” Brenda 
said, and reached quickly for a Kleenex. 

* “Jt seems like a bad dream,” Brett said, dry-eyed, 
but watching that distant place. “That truck sitting 
out there. It seems like nothing’s'wrong yet. 

‘ “Tt just doesn’t seem real. To lose one—we were 
starting to come to terms with it a little bit ess then 
this happeris.” 


> “You don’t get over it.” said his wife. If she had 


just one more day, she knows how she’d use it. 
““f Lknew it was the only day I had, I-would just 


hold them and talk to them,” she said, “Right now 1. 
- miss their voices, I still have visions of them, I-have 


their smiling faces. I will always have that, but 
knowing you’ré never going to hear that voice 
again.”

” The years with their sons were too short, but the’ 


Binghams are glad they were able to “watch them 
grow into young men. Watch their responsibilities 
change—that’s a joy, too.” 

“We work hard each day,” Brenda said, describ- 
ing life without her sons. “It’s a lot of work. It’s 
exhausting.” Sometimes she and Brett have won- 
dered if it’s worth it. But seeing the lives their sons 
have touched helps them realize that it is—that their 
role as parents is important to their community. 

To other parents, Brenda said, “If you have the 
chance, definitely hug your kids and touch them.” 

To the Bingham boys, who loved life, and lived 
it to the hilt: Until we meet again.

from more winter season activities in the parks, such 
as ice skating, cross-country skiing and sledding, 
according to the master plan. 

_ Public art is included, such as sculptures, color- 
ful lighting and fountains. 

Sunset Park at Lake and Water streets is the lo- 
cation of the log cabin that is home to the Boyne 
Area Chamber of Commerce. The building will be 
relocated to Riverside Park under the plan. Sunset 
Park may have plantings and landscaping with a 
more expansive view of Lake Charlevoix, Fishing 
would remain a familiar activity along the water. 

Changes for Veteran's Park may include relocat- 
ing the Department of Public Works and the fire 
station outside of the park, and relocation of City 
Hall within Veteran’s Park. The playground may 
move to another spot within the park and the ball 
field may move to Rotary Park. An open area would 
remain for festivals and events. Old City Park will 
retain the gazebo for concerts and the farm market 
will remain at its current location. Plans for Old 
City Park may include an arboretum and restora- 
tion of its riverbank. 

Riverside Park could be the site of environmen- 
tal education and a wildlife habitat, following clean 
up of the landfill by the state. - 

The open areas may be used as wildflower mead- 
ows and the planting of hardwoods and conifers 
would create wildlife habitat.

tion on the annual property tax rate for vocational- 
technical education should increase by mill. The 
language states “‘increase,”” however the mill at is 
the same as in prior years, according to the Char- 
levoix-Emmet Intermediate School District. If ap- 
proved, a homeowner with a home valued by the 
state at $50,000, for example, would pay approxi- 
mately $38 a year for the next four years. The mill- 
age renewal will maintain the existing programs, 
add new programs and update the programs offered, 
according to the Intermediate School District. Ca- 
reer counseling, job coaching and other support is 
provided to students. 

If the millage is not approved, schools will need 
to obtain funds from lean operating budgets, said 
Boyne City school superintendent Jim Cooper. 

“All of the districts would have to find the money 
from the general fund and then programs would be 
cut and the kids will lose out,” Cooper said. 

Approximately 150 students participate in the ca- 
reer training from Boyne City schools, and about 
225 students participate from East Jordan schools. 
Area-wide 2,700 students out of 3,400 high school 
students are enrolled in a vocational-technical pro- 
gram. The number enrolled has more than doubled 
in the last 10 years, according to the Intermediate 
School District.

nomic Development Corporation, and nearly an- 
other million in matching City funds. 

“That wil] all be done at no cost to the property 
owners, as it is proposed now,” said Cain. 

The main point of concern raised by business 
owners and acknowledged by City officials at the 

meeting was the effect of downtown construction 
on business. Business owners in the audience esti- 
mated that business could drop off as much as 85 
percent during the time that the road in front of their 
storefronts was broken up. 

City Manager Michael Cain said that the con- 
struction would scheduled around the city’s tour- 
ism season. 

“We're anticipating at least two phases to this 
project,” said Cain. “We want to avoid the peak 
season.’ 

The first phase, Cain said, could happen this fall 
starting in September and ending in Novernber. 
Work could then resume from April to June 2007. 
Several business owners said that road work in the 
Month of June would cut heavily into the tourism 
season, which they said started with Memorial day 
weekend in late May. 

Cain said that the construction would be attempted 
in manageable, bite-size pieces, so that a minimal 
amount of road would be torn up at any one time. 

In response to a question, Larry Fox of Capital 
Consultants Engineers, who is managing the 
project, said that contractor whose bid is selected 
will be encouraged to put in as many hours as pos- 
sible in each work phase. 

“We're going to encourage them to work as much 
as possible,” said Fox. 

Cain said the City Commission and the Main 
Street Development Corporation were also look- 
ing at cosmetic improvements to the streetscape. 
Items discussed at the forum included various form 
of parking, flowerboxes and the type of trees planted 
along the side of the street. 

“We're not sayings this is the end of all projects 
in the downtown. but we do have to look at what 
we can do,” said Cain. 

To receive the $1 million grant, the city must 
come up with $973,000 in matching funds. Accord- 
ing to Cain, the burden will be paid from existing 
city departments, with about $475,000 coming from 
Main Street Development, $210,000 coming from 
sewer funds, $130,000 coming from water funds, 
and $158,000 coming from street funds. The City 
wil] borrow from itself to fund the project, with the 
debt being paid off over the next 10 years. 

Cain said another meeting focused on the specif- 
ics of the design would scheduled before 
contractor’s bids are awarded, pending an approval 
from the state the second week of May. He said a 
third, “pre-construction” meeting would be held 
before work began.

Cabin fever 


The first date Neil and [ had was a canoe trip down the Jordan 
River.

Now here’s what I think of when 
I think of a cabin:

pourri of memories. A stone fireplace. Curtains of heavy vintage fab- | 
ric with wildlife scenes, or fanciful botanical arrangements in lovely, ; 
unlikely colors, faded in places from the sun. Oil lamps. Cast iron - 
cookware. 

Here’s what I don’t think: 

Shag carpet. Black velvet paintings. More gun racks than sleeping . 
spaces. Countless mismatched silverware, mixing bowls, and Teflon- 
coated cookware with remnants of Teflon coating. Microwaves. 
Astroturf. Anti-flatulence posters for a touch of whimsy. 

So | saw the cabin in the Valley, and | wondered (to myself, as 1am | 
chock full of tact) whether, when he purchased this diamond in the rough 
(20 years ago - it is not subject to change), it came with a bulldozer. 

In spite of the cabin, | fell in love with Neil and we got married. 

Here it is, almost summer again. The snow is off the ground in our | 
little piece of the Jordan Valley, although it lasted long enough to lay 
any fears of global warming to rest. And I, cabin snob though J am, 
can not wait to get out to that ramshackle little shag-carpeted, micro- 
wave-infested hovet! 

Every single minute spent at the cabin is like a mini vacation. No 
phone, no TV, no cell phone reception, no computer, no nothin’. Fif- 
teen minutes away from home, and you are totally free. 

We will go out after work sometimes, cook hotdogs over a camp- 
fire. roast (or burn, as the case may be) a few marshmallows, and 
then sit and talk and watch the stars, and listen for owls and coyotes. 
In the evening, when turkeys are beginning to roost. Neil can make 
them gobble nervously by hooting like an owl. It is perhaps not a 
very thoughtful thing to do, when they are just settling down for the 
night, but it is interesting, and a gift. Like horse whispering. only 
meaner. 

Neil isn’t a chatty guy. And at home, when dinner is over and the 
dishes done, usually the news comes on, and that signals the end of 
our daily allotment of conversation, other than snippets of commen- 
tary on the news. 

But at a campfire, when dinner is over, and the dishes are tossed 


_ unceremoniously into the fire, we sit with our legs stretched out, our 


eyes mesmerized by the flames or the stars, and we talk. 

I probably still do all the talking, I don’t really remember. It seems : 
likely, But still, even if one person is having to do way more than her 
share of the work of conversation, we are communicating. We are ac- 
tually thinking about and responding to each other, not a television set. 

A transformation has taken place: 

When I think cabin now, I don’t necessarily think knotty pine. I 
still don’t think velvet painting, mind, but I tend to think - campfire. 
it is primitive, this squatting around a fire roasting meat - but it is 
probably an example of how progress casts out the bathwater, but 
costs us the baby. Thank goodness there is still a way to retrieve it. 

I'd love to have a million dollars and a retreat by the river, com- 
plete with knotty pine and oil amps. But I suspect the humble cabin 
gives me all I really need, and then some. Maybe the cabin is an : 
experience more than it is a place, and maybe one can have it with or | 
without a shack on a sandy acre in the Valley. 

But] am glad to have found it there, in Neil’s most prized possession.

Would you believe the first amendment to the United States Con- 
stitution, which guarantees citizens the right to peaceably assemble, 
is protecting a group of disgruntled citizens who stage protests al 
funerals of our fallen heroes from the present conflict. A Kansas 
based church. Westboro Baptist Church, has organized on a national 
basis to send protesters to the funerals.

Of note recently is that funer- 
als of veterans of other wars are included, as well as military hospi- 
tals: Walter Reed and Bethesda Naval Hospital. One group has come 
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forth to assist the families who, in their bereavement, must see the 
protestors and their placards: the hikers of America. Their website 
is www. patriotguard.org. The bikers will send out a call, via the 
internet, and respond. al the invitation of the family. to form a hu- 
man shield between the family and the demonstrators. Why bikers? 
Because they are so mobile. can move quickly, and are everywhere 
in this great country. This patriot group wants bikers to register on 
their website so, if there is a need in their geographic area, they can 
respond, There are many “bikers’ clubs” in the United States. (The 
American Legion has a national “bikers club”), We have the fa- 
mous East Jordan Lady Bikers. One does not need to be a member 
of a bike club to register—if you ride a motorcycle and would like 
to volunteer for this humane project, please visit their website and 
register today. Everyone can write to their Congressmen at both the 
state and national levels to protest the loophole in the law that 
allows assembling, however peaceably, to degrade the funeral of a 
veteran. The very people who have fought and died to guarantee 
the right to assemble are the “fallen heroes” the protestors are vili- 
fying.

Boyne City’s kindergarten round-up is just around the corner anda 
whole new world lies ahead for our children J am writing this letter 
to you so that you can make sure your child has the best kindergarten 
experience available. Boyne City offers a wonderful kindergarten 
program and is lacking only one thing—an option to the full-day 
program. If you or anyone you know is interested in having your 
child attend a half-day kindergarten program I strongly urge you to 
tead this letter. 

Full-day kindergarten is not required by the state of Michigan, and 
a majority of schools, inctuding Petoskey, East Jordan, Harbor Springs, 
and Charlevoix, are offering parents an opportunity to choose which 
kindergarten option is best for their children. A full-day schedule works 
for many, but there are still some parents that prefer the half-day (or 
full-day every other day) option fora variety of reasons.
